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THE  TOTAL  HOLDINGS  of  corn  reported  for  August  31, 
1917,  amounted  to  13,664,582  bushels.  Elevators,  mills  and 
wholesale  grain  dealers  held  9,31 7,954  bushels,  or  6S.2  per  cent. 
Over  12,000,000  bushels  were  reported  from  20  states.  Com- 
parative figures  for  the  two  years  show  the  1917  stocks  to  be 
43.8  per  cent  smaller  than  the  1916  stocks. 

The  stocks  of  corn  food  products  reported  amounted  to 
200,806,674  pounds,  more  than  half  of  which  was  held  in  seven 
states.  The  groups  reporting  the  largest  stocks,  in  order  of 
importance,  were  manufacturers,  brewers,  wholesale  dealers, 
retail  detailers,  and  storage  warehouses.  Comparative  figures 
show  an  increase  of  42.0  per  cent  in  the  1917  stocks  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  1916. 

The  stocks  of  beans  reported  totaled  3,212,749  bushels,  of 
which  New  York  alone  held  1,491,454  bushels.  Storage  ware- 
houses reported  51.8  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  wholesale  gro- 
cers 23.3  per  cent.  The  1917  stocks  Avere  practically  the  same 
as  the  1916  stocks. 

There  were  76,976,273  pounds  of  rolled  oats  reported,  New 
York  alone  holding  12,302,171  pounds,  or  more  than  one-sixth. 
Wholesale  grocers  held  about  one-half  of  the  total,  cereal  food 
manufacturers  over  one-fifth,  and  retail  dealers  about  one- 
fifth.  Increase  in  stocks  was  general  for  1917,  averaging  18.7 
per  cent. 

A  total  of  192,124,953  pounds  of  rice  was  reported.  .  Storage 
warehouses  held  67,412,971  pounds,  wholesale  dealers  59,540,481 
pounds,  and  retail  dealers  28,817,013  pounds.  Five  states  to- 
gether held  about  113,000,000  pounds.  A  12.3  per  cent  increase 
between  1916  and  1917  was  shown. 

The  total  stocks  of  sirup  and  molasses  amounted  to  43,571,916 
gallons.  Wholesale  grocers  held  48.4  per  cent  of  the  total,  and 
retail  dealers  14.9  per  cent.  New  York  and  Louisiana  to- 
gether held  about  one-fourth  of  the  United  States  total.  The 
1917  stocks  were  28.1  per  cent  larger  than  the  1916  stocks. 

The  vegetable  oils  reported  amounted  to  36,631,369  gallons. 
Oil  mills  and  meat  packers  held  the  largest  stocks,  followed 
by  soap  manufacturers  and  manufacturers  of  lard  and  lard 
compounds.  Comparative  figures  show  an  increase  of  23.8  per 
cent  between  1916  and  1917. 

Solid  vegetable  cooking  fats  were  reported  to  the  amount  of 
35,529,611  pounds,  of  which  quantity  12,738,565  pounds  were 
held  by  wholesale  dealers.  The  holdings  reported  for  1917  were 
31.0  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  1916. 
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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CORN  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  ON 

AUGUST  31,  1917. 

THE  TOTAL  COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  of  corn  in  the  United  States, 
as  reported  in  the  food  survey  of  August  31,  1917,  amounted  to 
13.664,582  bushels.  Assuming  that  the  survey  included  between  85 
and  90  per  cent  of  all  commercial  stocks,  the  total  would  be  approxi- 
mately 15,500,000  bushels. 

NUMBER  OF  FIRMS  REPORTING. 

Stocks  of  corn  were  reported  by  152,119  concerns,  including  6,878 
elevators,  mills,  and  wholesale  grain  dealers,  75  warehouses,  436 
wholesale  grocers,  55  brewers,  and  14,009  retail  dealers. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND  CLASSES  OF  CONCERNS. 

The  elevators,  mills,  and  wholesale  grain  dealers,  as  shown  in 
Table  1,  held  9,317,954  bushels,  or  68.2  per  cent  of  all  the  stocks 
reported.  The  cereal  food  manufacturers  held  871,366  bushels,  or  6.5 
per  cent  of  the  total  stocks;  the  manufacturers  of  proprietary  feeds 
held  347,383  bushels,  or  2.6  per  cent  of  the  total ;  and  the  group  of 
retail  dealers  held  1,422,615  bushels,  or  10.4  per  cent  of  all  stocks 
reported.  Of  the  retail  total,  the  grain  and  flour  dealers  held  more 
than  one-half,  while  the  general  stores  held  less  than  one-fourth,  and 
the  retail  grocers  about  one- fifth.  The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of 
corn  among  the  several  groups  of  firms  is  shown  graphically  in  Dia- 
gram 1. 

HOLDINGS  BY  STATES. 

Over  12,000,000  bushels  of  corn  were  reported  from  the  20  states 
represented  in  Diagram  2,  Illinois  leading  with  2,451,869  bushels. 
Iowa  and  Indiana  each  reported  over  1,000,000  bushels,  Nebraska  and 
Pennsylvania  following  closely  with  over  900,000  bushels  each.  Ne*v 
York,  Missouri,  Maryland,  Ohio,  and  Texas  followed  in  order.  These 
10  states  together  held  over  80  per  cent  of  all  stocks  reported.

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 
Comparative  figures  based  upon  returns  from  concerns  which  re- 
ported for  both  years  show  a  decrease  of  13.S  per  cent  in  total  stocks 
of  corn  between  August  31,  1916,  and  the  corresponding  date  in  1917. 
The  1917  and  1916  stocks  of  the  important  groups  of  firms  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  3.  The  decrease  in  stocks  is  shown  to  be 
general  throughout  the  list  of  groups  and  classes  of  concerns ;  the 
cereal  food  manufacturers,  the  proprietary  Iced  manufacturers,  and 
the  wholesale  grocers,  who  report  relatively  small  stocks,  are  the  only 
classes  to  report  larger  stocks  for  1917  than  for  1916.  The  important 
class  comprising  the  grain  elevators  and  mills  reported  only  about 
half  as  much  corn  in  stock  in  1917  as  in  1916.

The  principal  items  covered  by  the  term  "corn  food  products,"  as 
used  in  this  circular,  are  corn  flour,  corn  meal  suitable  for  human 
food,  hominy,  grits  and  corn  breakfast  foods.  The  total  commercial 
stocks  of  these  corn  food  products  reported  for  August  31.  1917, 
amounted  to  200,806,G74  pounds.  Assuming  that  between  85  and  90 
per  cent  of  such  stocks  in  the  United  States  were  covered  by  the  sur- 
vey, the  total  holdings  of  all  commercial  concerns  would  be  about 
225,000,000  pounds. 

NUMBER  OF  FIRMS  REPORTING. 

The  total  number  of  schedules  received  from  firms  in  the  classes 
of  business  which  might  handle  corn  food  products  was  133,000.  Of 
these  firms,  65,000,  or  49  per  cent,  reported  stocks  of  corn  food 
products  on  hand  on  August  31,  1917.  Of  the  wholesale  grocers  sub- 
mitting schedules,  about  70  per  cent  reported  stocks  of  corn  food 
products ;  of  the  retail  grocers,  71  per  cent ;  of  the  general  stores,  73 
per  cent;  and  of  the  chain  grocery  stores,  82  per  cent. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND   CLASSES   OF  CONCERNS. 

The  distribution  of*  the  commercial  stocks  of.  corn  food  products 
among  the  several  groups  and  classes  of  business  is  shown  in  Table  2 
and  Diagram  4.  Of  the  total  stocks  reported,  firms  classed  as  manu- 
facturers held,  in  round  numbers,  07,000,000  pounds,  or  33  per  cent  of 
the  total.  About  30,000,000  pounds  were  reported  by  the  grain  mills 
and  37,000,000  pounds  by  manufacturers  of  cereal  foods.  Brewers 
reported  nearly  51,000,000  pounds  of  corn  food  products,  principally 
corn  grits  and  similar  products.  The  several  classes  of  retail  dealers 
together  reported  more  than  27,000,000  pounds,  or  26.4  per  cent  of  the 
total.     Among   the   individual   classes   of   retail    dealers,   the   retail

HOLDINGS  BY  STATES.

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 
The  total  commercial  stocks  of  corn  food  products  in  1917.  as  indi- 
cated by  the  reports  received  from  firms  giving  data  for  both  years, 
were  12  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  dealers  in 
1916.  Diagram  6  shows  graphically  the  1917  and  the  1916  holdings  of 
the  important  groups  of  firms.

Schedules  were  submitted  by  133,000  linns  in  classes  of  business 
which  might  handle  beans,  of  which  number  1:2,000,  or  aboul  35  per 
cent,  held  stocks  of  beans  on  the  date  of  the  survey.

Storage  warehouses,  as  shown  in  Table  3,  held  1,064,155  bushels,  or 
53.9  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  of  beans  reported ;  wholesale  grocers 
held  747,703  bushels,  or  23.S  per  cent  of  the  total  holdings ;  and  retail 
dealers  held  563,999  bushels,  or  17.1  per  cent,  more  than  half  of  which 
was  in  the  hands  of  retail  grocers  and  the  bulk  of  the  remainder  in 
the  general  stores.

California  reported  205,000  bushels,  followed  by  Pennsylvania,  Texas, 
Illinois  and  Massachusetts,  in  the  order  named,  each  with  stocks  of 
more  than  100,000  bushels.  These  six  states  together  held  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  supply  reported,  while  90  per  cent  of  all  holdings 
were  reported  from  the  20  states  shown  in  Diagram  8. 

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 

The  total  holdings  for  1917,  based  on  reports  from  firms  returning 
data  for  both  years,  show  an  increase  of  only  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent 
over  those  of  1916,  although  there  are  variations  among  the  several 
classes  of  dealers,  ranging  from  a  decrease  of  65.5  per  cent  in  the  case 
of  retail  grain  and  flour  dealers  to  an  increase  of  52.3  per  cent  in  the 
holdings  of  storage  warehouses.  The  comparative  stocks  reported 
by  the  important  groups  of  firms  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  9. 
Smaller  stocks  were  reported  for  1917  than  for  1916  by  wholesale 
grocers,  retail  grocers,  general  stores,  and  chain  grocery  stores,  as 
well  as  by  the  retail  grain  and  flour  dealers.  Increased  holdings  in 
1917  were  reported  by  cold  storages,  warehouses,  and  retail  meat 
markets.

— Total  Stocks  of  Rice  Reported  for  August  31,  1917, 
for  the  20  Most  Important  States. 
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held  stocks  of  rice  on  August  31,  1917.  The  percentage  of  firms  hold- 
ing stocks  was  highest  among  retail  grocers,  with  92.1  per  cent,  and 
lowest  among  retail  grain  and  flour  dealers,  with  6.8  per  cent. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND  CLASSES  OF  CONCERNS. 

Table  1  gives  the  stocks  reported  by  the  important  groups  and 
classes  of  firms.  Two  groups,  the  storage  warehouses  and  the  whole- 
sale dealers,  together  held  about  127,000,000  pounds,  or  6G.S  per  cent

of  all  stocks  reported.  Retail  dealers  reported  28,817,000  pounds,  or 
15.0  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks,  while  the  mills  and  elevators  held  a 
little  over  one-half  as  much  as  the  retailers.  The  general  distribution 
of  the  total  stocks  of  rice  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  10. 

In  the  wholesale  group  the  grocers  held  52,682,000  pounds  out  of 
the  59,540,000  pounds  reported.  Retail  grocers  held  over  one-half  the 
retail  stocks,  general  stores  about  one-third,  and  chain  grocery  stores 
about  one- tenth. 

HOLDINGS  BY  STATES. 

The  stocks  of  rice  were  largely  concentrated  in  five  states,  as 
appears  from  Diagram  11.  These  five  states,  with  approximate  hold- 
ings in  millions  of  pounds,  are:  California,  38;  New  York,  25; 
Louisiana,  25;  Washington,  14;  and  Illinois,  11,  making  a  total  of 
about  113  million  pounds. 
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STOCKS  OF  CEREAL  AND  VEGETABLE  FOODSTUFFS. 


Warehouse  holdings  in  these  live  states  make  up  about  one-half  of 
their  stocks  and  account  largely  for  their  rank  in  total  holdings, 
although  large  retail  and  wholesale  stocks  were  reported  from  the 
Pacific  Coast.  The  next  15  states  in  order  held  in  all  a  total  of  58 
million  pounds,  a  little  over  one-half  of  the  stocks  of  the  first  five 
states. 

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IX  1917  AND  1916. 

The  total  stocks  of  rice  reported  for  1917  by  concerns  giving  data 
for  both  years  were  12.3  per  cent  larger  than  the  191G  stocks  of  the 
same  firms.  While  most  of  the  classes  show  an  increase  for  1917  as 
compared  with  1916.  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  stocks  of 
wholesale  dealers,  and  the  stocks  in  mills  and  elevators  decreased  5S.S 
per  cent.  The  comparative  holdings  of  the  important  groups  of  firms 
are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  12.

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cover  85  to  90  per  cent  of  all  holdings  and  that  the  total  stocks  in 
the  United  States  on  this  date  were  approximately  88,000,000  pounds. 

NUMBER  OF  FIRMS  REPORTING. 

Schedules  were  received  from  115,623  concerns  in  classes  of  business 
which  might  handle  rolled  oats.  The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks 
of  rolled  oats  was  70,996,  or  61.1  per  cent  of  the  total  number  returning 
schedules. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND  CLASSES  OF  CONCERNS. 

Wholesale  grocers  reported  about  half  of  the  total  holdings,  cereal 
food  manufacturers  over  one-fifth,  and  retail  dealers  about  one-fifth,  as 
shown  in  Diagram  13  and  Table  5.     Storage  warehouses  held  stocks

and  cold  storages,  with  1,386,000  pounds.  Eetail  grocers  reported 
7,096.000  pounds,  general  stores,  4,695,000  pounds,  and  chain  grocery 
stores,  2,575,000  pounds. 

HOLDINGS   BY  STATES. 

New  York  reported  holdings  of  12,302,000  pounds,  or  more  than  any 
two  other  states  combined.  New  York's  total  stocks  include  over 
7.000,000  pounds  held  by  cereal  manufacturers,  which  amount  is  greater 
than  the  total  stocks  held  in  any  other  state.  The  stocks  reported 
from  the  20  most  important  states  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram 
14.     Massachusetts  ranks  second  in  total  stocks,  with  6,395,000  pounds. 
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followed  in  order  by  Pennsylvania,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Texas,  Ohio, 
Mississippi,  Michigan,  and  Minnesota.  These  10  states  together  re- 
ported a  total  of  about  50  million  pounds,  or  two-thirds  of  the 
United  States  total. 

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 
Increased  holdings  in  1917  as  compared  with  1916  are  shown  in 
Diagram  15  for  all  the  important  groups  of  firms.  The  relative  in- 
creases range  from  3.1  per  cent  in  the  case  of  cereal  food  manufacturers 
to  26.3  per  cent  for  wholesale  grocers.  The  retail  dealers  as  a  group 
show  an  increase  of  16.8  per  cent.  Among  the  different  classes  of 
retailers,  the  chain  grocery  stores  show  the  largest  increase — 57.1  per 
cent.  The  retail  grocers'  holdings  increased  9.5  per  cent,  and  those 
of  the  general  stores,  10.9  per  cent.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SIRUP  AND  MOLASSES  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES  ON  AUGUST  31,   1917. 

The  total  stocks  of  sirup  and  molasses  reported  for  August  31,  1917, 
were  43,572,000  gallons.  This  includes  sirup  made  from  cane  and 
sorghum,  corn  sirup,  maple  sirup,  and  all  molasses  suitable  for  human 
food.  Assuming  that  85  or  90  per  cent  ol!  all  stocks  were  covered  by 
the  survey,  the  total  commercial  stocks  in  the  United  States  on 
August  31,  1917,  would  approximate  50,000,000  gallons.

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NUMBER  OF  FIRMS  REPORTING. 

Stocks  of  sirup  and  molasses  were  reported  on  80,000  schedules,  or 
66.8  per  cent  of  the  total  of  118,000  returned  by  classes  of  firms  that 
might  be  expected  to  handle  these  commodities.  Seventy-six  per  cent 
of  the  wholesale  grocers  submitting  schedules,  and  75  per  cent  of  the 
retail  dealers  reported  stocks  of  sirup  and  molasses. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND  CLASSES  OF  CONCERNS. 

Table  6  shows  the  stocks  reported  by  the  several  groups  and  classes 
of  concerns,  while  the  distribution  of  the  total  among  the  important 
groups  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  16.  Of  these  groups,  the 
wholesale  grocers  held  the  largest  stocks,  with  21,089,000  gallons,  or 
48.4  per  cent  of  the  total  holdings  reported.  They  were  followed  in 
order  by  the  retail  dealers,  with  14.9  per  cent  of  the  total,  the  sugar 
and  sirup  mills  and  refineries,  with  12.8  per  cent,  and  the  large  users 
of  sirup  and  molasses,  with  11.4  per  cent. 

Among  the  large  users,  the  confectioners  held  the  bulk  of  the  stocks, 
with  3,297,000  gallons  out  of  a  total  of  4,981,000.     The  retail  grocers

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held  slightly  more  than  half  of  the  total  retail  stocks  and  the  general 
stores  held  most  of  the  balance. 

HOLDINGS  BY  STATES. 

The  stocks  of  sirup  and  molasses  reported  from  the  20  most  im- 
portant states  are  shown  in  Diagram  IT.  New  York  and  Louisiana 
together  held  about  one-fourth  of  total  stocks  in  the  country,  a  large 
part  of  the  total  being  reported  by  the  mills  and  refineries  and  the 
warehouses  in  these  states.  Of  the  Texas  holdings  of  3,299,000  gal- 
lons, 1,227,000  gallons  were  held  by  retailers.  Illinois  and  Pennsyl- 
vania, with  over  2,500,000  gallons  each,  reported  large  stocks  in  the 
hands  of  confectioners,  as  did  also  New  York  and  Ohio.  About  three- 
fourths  of  the  total  stocks  of  the  country  were  reported  from  the  20 
states  represented  in  the  diagram. 

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 
The  1917  stocks  reported  by  concerns  giving  data  for  the  two  years 
were  28.1  per  cent  larger  than  the  1916  stocks  of  the  same  firms.  This 
increase  is  general  for  all  groups  of  concerns,  as  shown  in  Diagram 
IS,  but  the  largest  increases  are  shown  for  the  confectioners  (118.1  per 
cent),  the  brewers  (105.9  per  cent),  the  cold  storages  (67.1  per  cent), 
the  chain  grocery  stores  (38.9  per  cent),  the  sugar  and  sirup  mills  and 
refineries  (30.5  per  cent),  and  the  wholesale  grocers  (21.7  per  cent). 

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  VEGETABLE  OILS  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES  ON  AUGUST  31,  1917. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  vegetable  oils  reported  as  on  hand  August 
31,  1917,  were  36,631,369  gallons.  This  includes  cottonseed  oil,  olive 
oil,  peanut  oil,  corn  oil,  and  other  vegetable  oils.  Assuming  that  from 
85  to  90  per  cent  of  all  stocks  were  covered  by  the  survey,  the  total 
commercial  stocks  held  on  August  31,  1917,  would  be  approximately 
12,000,000  gallons. 

NUMBER  OF  FIRMS  REPORTING. 

Reports  were  received  from  133,000  firms  of  classes  that  might 
handle  vegetable  oils,  and  of  this  number  50,000,  or  37.6  per  cent, 
reported  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  survey. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND  CLASSES  OF  CONCERNS. 

The  stocks  reported  by  the  different  groups  and  classes  of  concerns 
are  shown  in  Table  7  and  Diagram  19.  Of  the  individual  classes,  the 
oil  mills  and  the  meat  packers  held  the  largest  stocks,  the  former  re- 
porting about  9,000,000  and  the  latter  8,000,000  gallons.  Soap  nianu- 
facturers  came  next,  with  about  7,000,000  gallons,  followed  in  order 
by  manufacturers  of  lard  and  lard  compounds,  with  4,000,000,  storage 
warehouses,  with  3,000,000,  and  wholesale  grocers,  with  2,000,000.  The 
retail  dealers  .-is  a  group  reported  1,401,000  gallons.

Over   L1,000,000  gallons,  as  shown  in  Diagram  20.   were  reported 
from    i  In-    Eas1    North    Central    division,    comprising   Ohio,   Indiana.

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Illinois,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin,  being  mainly  stocks  held  by  large 
users  of  vegetable  oils,  such  as  meat  packers  and  manufacturers  of 
soap  and  lard  compounds.  The. Middle  Atlantic  division,  comprising 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  ranked  second,  with 
S, 000,000  gallons,  held  principally  by  refineries,  manufacturers  and 
wholesale  dealers. 

The  West  South  Central  states  reported  5,000,000  gallons,  the  bulk 
of  wiiich  was  held  by  oil  mills  in  Texas  and  Louisiana.  The  South 
Atlantic  division  ranks  fourth,  with  3,830,000  gallons,  the  largest  hold- 
ings in  this  division  being  in  Georgia.  The  Pacific  division,  Washing- 
ton, Oregon,  and  California,  reported  3,225,000  gallons,  the  largest 
part  of  which  was  held  in  California.

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COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 
The  1917  and  1916  holdings  of  the  important  groups  of  firms,  as 
reported  by  those  firms  giving  data  for  the  two  years,  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  21.  With  the  exception  of  the  oil  mills  and 
refineries,  each  of  the  six  large  groups  reporting  for  both  years  showed 
increased  holdings  in  1917  as  compared  with  the  stocks  held  in  1916. 
The  oil  mills  and  refineries  reported  a  decrease  of  1,239,608  gallons,  or 
13.9  per  cent,  in  their  stocks.  The  total  for  all  groups  shows  an  in- 
crease of  6,000,000  gallons,  or  23.8  per  cent.  The  warehouses  show  an 
increase  of  77.0  per  cent;  oleomargarine  manufacturers,  66.8  per  cent; 
meat  packers,  74.1  per  cent ;  retail  meat  markets,  91.6  per  cent ;  manu- 
facturers of  lard  and  lard  compounds,  47.3  per  cent ;  soap  manufac- 
turers, 30.2  per  cent;  chain  grocery  stores,  31.3  per  cent;  and  general 
stores,  16.3  per  cent. 

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  VEGETABLE  FATS  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES  ON  AUGUST  31,  1917. 

The  stocks   of  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats   reported  by  all  firms 

amounted  to  35,529,611  pounds.     Assuming  that  85  or  90  per  cent  of 

all  commercial  stocks  were  covered  by  the  survey,  the  total  stocks  in 

the  United  States  on  August  31,  1917,  would  approximate  40,000,000 

pounds. 

NUMBER  OF  FIRMS  REPORTING. 

There  were  25,000  out  of  a  total  of  133,000  concerns  which  reported 

stocks  of  vegetable  fats  on  hand.     Of  the  number  reporting  holdings, 

59  were  storage  warehouses,  1,682  were  wholesale  dealers  and  22,000 

were  retail  dealers. 

HOLDINGS  BY  GROUPS  AND  CLASSES  OF  CONCERNS. 

Wholesale  dealers,  as  shown  in  Table  8  and  Diagram  22,  held  nearly 
13,000,000  pounds,  or  35.9  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks.    Large  users

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of  vegetable  fats  reported  nearly  7,500,000  pounds,  or  21.0  per  cent  of 
the  total  stocks ;  oil  mills  and  refineries,  5,350,000  pounds ;  and  retail- 
ers, over  5,000,000  pounds. 

Among  the  large  users,  soap  manufacturers,  with  over  2,000,000 
pounds,  reported  the  largest  holdings.  Next  in  order  were  the  manu- 
facturers of  oleomargarine,  with  a  little  less  than  2,000,000  pounds; 
the  bakers,  with  1,420,000  pounds;  and  the  manufacturers  of  lard 
and  lard  compounds,  with  1,268,000  pounds. 

The  retail  grocers  held  over  GO  per  cent  of  the  total  retail  stocks, 
the  general  stores,  20  per  cent,  and  the  chain  grocery  stores,  about  9 
per  cent.

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HOLDINGS  BY  GEOGRAPHIC  DIVISIONS. 
Diagram  23  shows  the  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  solid  vegetable 
cooking  fats  among  the  important  divisions  or  sections  of  the  country. 
The  Middle  Atlantic  group  of  states,  with  large  holdings  in  New  York, 
leads  in  total  stocks.  Next  comes  the  East  North  Central  division, 
with  large  stocks  in  Illinois  and  Ohio;  the  Pacific  division,  with  large 
stocks  in  California,  and  the  West  South  Central  division,  with  large 
holdings  in  Texas. 

COMPARATIVE  HOLDINGS  IN  1917  AND  1916. 
On  the  basis  of  the  returns  from  firms  giving  data  for  both  years,  it 
appears  that  the  total  stocks  in  1917  were  31.0  per  cent  larger  than 
those  in  1916.     The  comparative  stocks  reported  by  the  important 
groups  of  concerns  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  24.

The  largest  increases  among  the  various  classes  of  business  were  as 
follows:  oil  mills  and  refineries,  97.0  per  cent;  meat  packers,  83.2  per- 
cent; warehouses,  61.4  per  cent;  meat  and  provision  jobbers,  61.3  per 
cent;  wholesale  grocers,  61.1  per  cent;  bakers,  50.1  per  cent;  and  manu- 
facturers of  oleomargarine,  38.8  per  cent.  Increases  were  general  in  all 
groups  except  for  two  decreases  among  the  large  users,  the  manufac- 
turers of  lard  and  compounds  showing  a  decrease  of  10  per  cent,  and 
the  soap  manufacturers  a  decrease  of  50  per  cent.
